T h e high court of Im 
peachier ut, by a vote of 43 to IL’, re­ 
moved him front office. Senator W ende 
and Judge P ullen excused th em selves 
from voting. 
The proposition to disqualify Sulker 
i min ever again holding a place of 
honor ct trust in the* state was voted 
down unanim ously, with the exception 
that Judge Cullen again excused him ­ 
self from recording his vote. 
Prier to the vote on his disqualifica­ 
tion and removal the last four articles 
of the Im peachment charges, five, six, 
seven and eight, w ere unanim ously de­ 
cided in his favor.

prelim in ary to its acceptance as the 
flagship of the new 
German aerial 
navy. 
The shattered hulk of the air­ 
ship, a mass of blazing canvass and 
crumpled aluminum, dropped 5400 feet 
into the public highway. 
Bundl e h of persons, who had been 
watching th*1 flight 
from parks and 
housetops, rushed to the scene. 
There 
w as nothing to be done except to take 
out the bodies of the victim s from the 
m ass of twisted wreckage. 
Lieutenant Baron von Blenk of the 
Queen Augusta Grenadier Guards, who 
w as making the trip as a guest, was 
the only survivor of the wreck. 
He 
was badly injured, and his condition is 
critical. 
Many of the bodies were so 
burned and mangled as to be unrecog­ 
nizable. 
The dirigible, just before she left tho 
balloon hall, at Johannisthal, took on 
board her regular naval crew’ and a 
number of officers. She headed for Ber­ 
lin. a short distance away, in a light 
wind. About a dozen aviators were cir­ 
cling the aerodrom e at the time in 
aeroplanes. 
F r e n c h in g was apparently In good 
order on the airship. Sh** was grad­ 
ually getting up speed when suddenly 
an explosion was heard by those on 
the ground, evidently in one of the 
motors in the centre gondola. A flash 
shot out and the next instant the en­ 
tire ship was afire and plunging down­ 
ward. liv e n inch of can vass covering 
and the balloonet* disappeared In a 
moment. 
A second and more violent explosion 
w as then heard, the fire having reach­ 
ed the gasoline tanks filled with about 
tw o tons of liquid fuel. 
Before the 
echoes of the explosion had died down 
the wreck of the most modern of Ger­ 
m any's dirigibles lay a flaming m ass 
on the ground.

Armed Protectorate. 


W ashington, Get. 
In.— That 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson is still in communication 
with General Venustiano Carranza, the 
leader of tho revolutionary movement 
in Mexico, arid that definite steps may 
soon be taken to recognize the Con­ 
stitutionalist government, was the re­ 
port which seeped through official cir­ 
cles here. 
A long m essage, believed to be look­ 
ing to this end. was sent to Carranza 
from the state department. 
A bomb shell was exploded in the 
administration ranks, however, when 
Representative Sherwood, of Ohio, a 
strong Democrat and one of the big 
men of the bouse, turned on the inac­ 
tive course of the president and urged 
the house to settle the Mexican trou­ 
ble bv establishing an armed protec­ 
torate. 
"A crisis is now on that calls for 
immediate action on the part of the 
United States," he said. “One of three 
courses is open to in ; to raise the em ­ 
bargo on arms and encourage 
the 
Mexicans in their natural desires to 
kill each other; to entor the country 
for armed intervention, or to co-oper­ 
ate with other nations of the world in 
exercising a control that will allow 
the establishm ent of a firm govern­ 
ment.” 
That President Wilson lean- toward 
recognizing the Mexican revolutionist* 
is an open secret in official W ashing­ 
ton. Many times he has said be would 
welcome information as to the pur­ 
pose of the Constitutionalists, should 
they heroine successful at arms, and 
bis trend has been given an Impetus 
by the assumption of dictatorship by 
Huerta, and his flat violation of bls 
promise to hold an open. fair election.

The shattered hulk of the air­ 
ship, a ma-s of blazing canvass and 
crumph I aluminum, dropped 900 feet 
into the public highway. 
Hundreds of person®, who had been 
watching the flight from parks and 
housetops, rushed to the scene. 
There 
was nothing to bo done except to take 
out the bodies of the victims from tho 
mass of twisted wreckage. 
Lieutenant Baron von Bleu!, of the 
Queen Augusta Grenadier Guards, who 
was making the trip as a guest, was 
the only survivor of the wreck. 
He 
was badly Injured, and his condition is 
critical. 
Many of the bodies were so 
burned and mangled as to be unrecog­ 
nizable. 
The dirigible, just before she left tho 
balloon hall. at Johanntethal, took on 
hoard her regular naval crew and a 
num ber of officers. She headed for Ber­ 
lin. a short distance away, in a light 
wind. About a dozen aviators w*ere cir­ 
cling th** aerodrome at the time in 
aeroplanes. 
Everything was apparently In good 
order on the airship. She was grad­ 
ually getting up speed when suddenly 
an explosion was heard by those on 
the ground, evidently in one of the 
motors In the centre gondola A flash 
shot out arid »hc next instant the en­ 
tire ship was afire and plunging down­ 
ward.
